TRIUMPH OVER OLD FOES. 


Former Cabinet Member Tells 
His Views on Great Prob- 
| « lems Now Before the 
United States.

Detroit, Mich., Oct. [Special I—Gen. 

Russell A. Alger’s retntrance into politics 
has been as complete a success as anything 

that could well be imagined. He left Presi- 

dent MeKinley’s cabinet apparentiy under a 
cloud, although, as is now well known, he 
merely wae made the victim of a sudden and 

mistaken gust of public opinion. 

Gen. Alger has been actually appointed. 
United States senator and now holde his 
commission, so that he Will take his seat in 

the senate chamber at the opening of con- 

grees in Deceniber. Not ony is he an ap- 
pointive senator, but he has also been nomi- 

nated by the republican state convention : 
and will be elected without opposition when 
the legislature meets in January to fill the 
unexpired term caused by the death of Sena- 
tor McMillan. 


The triumph for Gen. Alger is absolutely 
complete and he will return to Washington 
the practical master of the political ajtua- 
tion in Michigan. Not only that, but he has 
lived down completely the unfortunate pub- 
lic criticism which in a way forced his retire- 
ment from the McKinley cabinet and which 
for a time deprived him of the credit of hav- 
‘ing conducted a brief and entirely success- 
ful war. 
Alger has shown that the d&Mficulties the’ 
country encountered in the early days of the | 
Spanish war were not due to the secretary 
of war, but to the dry rot in the army 
bureaus, and above ali to the foolish con- 
fidence ‘of the people, who relied on their 
own strength and were whoNy unprepared 
for actual war. 

Gen. Aiger will go back to Washington to 
find the young man he commissioned as a 
Heutenant colonel of a spectacular regiment 
now in the White house as président of the 
United States. 

No Other Man Could Unite Party. 

The death of Senator McMillan left the 
party. in gust that condition here in Mich- 
igah. where Alger and no other man could 
unite it upon himself. Had Senator Men- 
lan Jived, Gen. Alger could not have been 
senator, but as it is the machine element 
which attempted to oppose his election was 
unable to make any headway against him. 
so that now Russell A. Alger is enabied to 
return to Washington by the exercise of 
the mere patient effrontery of political gen- 
ius. 

Gen. Alger always said his day would 
come, and it has come, for the people gen- 
erally have learned that they treated him 


to the senate, which was long ago the goa! 
of his ambition. He ig looking much bet- 
ter than for many years, and, although he 
is disinclined to permit himself at this time 
to be dragged into any public discussion. 
he has strong views of almost all public 
questions. |

Miss Cutler proceeded with her attempt to 
interest the negro, but the noise from the 
telephone booth was far from reassuring, - 
and the fellow turned and bolted down 4 rear 
steirway into the basement. Then for the 
first time Miss Cutler screamed, and in an 
instant the young women in the upper floors 
of the school had taken up the cry. Some of 
them ran from the building shouting “ Fire, 
while others became hysterical or were too 
frightened to move. 

 .Sereams Are His Undoing. 
Such commotion was more than the negro 
imtruder had counted on. Screams assailed | 
his ears from all quarters and he ran about 
the basement aimlessly, g even to notice 
an open window through which he might 
have etcaped. Finally the screams reached 
such volume that the negro caught the spirit 
himself. With a cry that rose above the 
others he dashed upstairs again, just in time 
to run into the arms ot the trolley car motor- 
man, who was leading the rescuing party. 

The negro, thoroughly exhausted, made no 
resigtance, but fell on his knees and begged 
for mercy. 


The police were notified and Murray was 
taken to the Piftieth street station. Lieut. 
Backus recognized him as having been ar- 
rested May 21 on four charges of burglary. 

On his former arrest, the police say, they 
were notified that witnesses against the man 
had left the city om summer vacations, and 
that the case would have to be postponed, 
Instead, it is said, the four complainants 
were on hand when the case was called before 
Judge Dunne. Murray was sentenced to 
sixty days in the county jail, the charges 
of burglary being withdrawn and larceny 
substituted. This, the police say, was with- 
out their knowledge. 

The police say that word that the witnesses 
could not be present to press the charges 
against Murray was delivered to the station 
by Bailiff Plumber of Judge Dunne’s court.

Union Traction Company Makes a Secret 
Offer of a Uniform Wage of Twenty- 
four Cents to All Car Men. 


Employees of the Union Traction company 
have been offered a substantial increase in 
wages. Attorneys for the men fo¥ced the 
company to take this action yesterday morn- 
ing as a result of their demand on Wednes- 
day that President Roach produce the books 
of the company to prove its inability to 
grant the increase asked by the union. 

The demand for the books came up during 
the hearing of the differences before the ar- 
bitration board.and was made by Attorneys 
Kickham Scanlan and Edgar LJ Masters. 
They had submitted all the testimony they 
had to prove the right of the men for better 
pay and wanted the books to clinch their 
case. President Roach called a conference 
of his officers after the adjournment of the 
board and yesterday morning, through At- 
torney Clarence Darrow, offered the men a 
uniform scale of 24 cents an hour and a day 
that ie not to exceed fifteen hours. Officers 
of the union discussed the offer yesterday 
and the consensus of opinion was that it 
| should be accepted. „ 

The union held a meeting ast night, but 
the proposition was not brought up. It is 
the intention to have the advance incorpo- 
rated im the findings of the board when it 
makes its final report. a 

It was the aim of the union when it ap- 
pointed Attorneys Scanian and Masters as

President Defends Rights of People. 
The president considers that there are 
three parties to the great fight which will

coal mines, the miners, and the third party, 
the people of the United States. This third 
party is the one of which the president re- 
gards himself as the representative, and he 
means to fight their case to the end, if neces-. 
sary, in order to succeed. es 
In his address tomorrow the president will 
give no indication of where his sympathies 
lie. He will simply endeavor to impress upon 
those present that a situation has been cre- 
ated that has become intolerable, and that 
there must be a remedy at once. If it is 
offered by either of the other two parties 
to the conference, well and good. If not, the 
remedy will be forced upon them by the 
president of the United States, acting for 
the general public under the laws of the 
United States, either existing or to be called 
into existence by congress. ‘

An opinion has just been handed down by 
| Judge Wing of the United States Circuit court 
at Cleveland, O., which is a victory for A. 
Booth & Co. of Chicago, 

Some time ago A. Booth & Co,, by its at- 
torneys, Thornton & Chancellor, filed a bill 
against Wugene R. Edson and others of 
Cleveland, asking for an injunction prevent- 
ing them from going on in business. A tem- 
porary injunction was granted. The de- 
fendants moved to have the injunction dis- 
solved, ‘claiming that A. Booth & Co. was 
a trust and was doing business in violation 
of the Sherman law and the anti-trust law 
of the state of Ohio. The motion to dis- 
solve was refused and the temporary injunc- 
tion still stands. 

The case was argued last June before Judge 
Wing of Cleveland by Mr. Charles 8. Thorn- 
ton, ex-corporation counsel of Chicago, who 
acted on behalf of A. Booth & Co. The num 
ber of affidavits filed by both sides in this 
litigation was over 1,000, making probably 
the largest record ever presented to any court 
upon an application. for .injunction. The 
case was bitterly contested, the defendants 
being represented by the attorney for the 
Standard Oil company.
